shots are alleged to have been fired* 

It is qy information* from both an official aouroa and the presence of some records 
in the National Arohtvoa* that the Amy did have JIK assassination files* One also would 
suppose this when a ■*^rauidaat is assassinated* I’hosa clearly are within ny longstanding 
requeata* Hdw they are filed and vihere they may bo stored I do not know* 

Thia uppUea to the eouroes you report having conaulted* I have no way of knowing 
the reeponalblllties and Jurisdiction of any of thaia* 

Ifawover* as a soldier I ma subjected to a security Invostlsation prior to asaignment 
to the 088* Thereafter* sa • soUAer* I waa cleared for se Z recall "Secret"* I recall 
receiving aoce of decoration for ry work in 083* 1 do find It Aifficult to believe 
that Army Intelllgenoe has xto recoAd of any of this and does not know whom to look for it* 

In *fn«. sy op>o it iop to our lnvolv^^^i;f£?^i>e national policy* Hovomsr* at tho time 
my opposition bocane public thsre waa extensive investigation of those who did 
that disaster* I* for example* woe a ai^r of the Writers* and Suitors' Protest, which 
was i»hAi< as widely as we could afford* X as'^odsted with my young people of similar 
view BOtoB of whom were active draft resistors* One in pertLoular* in >^'bicago* was the 
subject of extensive interest* (Bearing on this and whether fUea should exist* 1 suoceeafully 
opposed ooiiipulaoxy EOTC iii the eurly 1930s*) 

Allowing tho SBC show referred to above there waa reported dcstruotlcci Of Aimy records* 
But it was pTao reported thwo two sets of these rcco rds on cdorofllm did escape the monoiy 
hole* As I leoall there were reported to be at Ft* Hoiahlrd and Portroea Monroe* You report 
no search of either place* Then there are local Inatelatiooa where there Could be files* 
Certain untoward events that befell me in *4nneapolia about 1968/* including but not limited 
to shadowing before when axid after Z spoke at the ^verslty of Mlimeaota indicate a search 
of the files of that region is in order* At that time an Ax^ Intellogcocs officer shared 
an office with the one who ajnranged my appearanoe there* Other distant cities where there

¥e aued the Am^ and all other services* Twice, in federal district court in galti- 
mors* This was because of danaglng and ultlinately ruinous overflieJita of our farm by 
beliooptars* ^acauae Boat wore Aruiy (and of thaae Boat from Fort BelToir) in the second 
suit, by mutual ogroeasaat, the Amy ropresanted all jowinmont components* If I had the 
rooords ny possession I*d oi'beu the caee numbers* 

Involved in this litlsation was a new leeal prindplo* |t was of great interest to 
the -ung^ho fly-boyB. And I did establish this principle* In a oubsoquent suit it was up- 
held'by t e ^prome Court* I do find it hard to belLovo that o good-faith search with 
due diligence disclosed no Army isvestigntion with all that was at stake* 

Partioularly bscause of all the nutty lui’erenooa of my suppoaed disloyalty, ^’rom 
prior experionoe I know how such insanities arc eproad around for cll tic >rerld as tlio«,j?i 
the future of the nation d.:pended on It* I*ve had enough to do tdth lawsuits to know 
that such inquiry is never overlooked* If you oporoh the rlgjit places I’m eure you'll 
find records* 

Some of this £ tock pretty extrema form, despite the ooBipaeaiwuite and determined 
interest of the then Secretary of DoD* When his represeota live told us to report all

discovery I did see records that Indloated an inveatlgatlan*
